things wnicu nature niver conleif 
plated, or, at least, never carried out 
It Is, therefore, only as a logical 
.reault of an this that the Bcientiflc 
mlhd should turn now to the human 
race. Tiiere can b« no 4onl|fc that tbe 
principles which science hag feiad lo 
apply so satisfactorily to animals anrt 
vec-taliUs will also apply to our own 

But all the successes of science up 
to now will be of InslgnlOcant Im- 
portance as compared with "the tre- 
mendous trtumpn when science shal' 
have taught us how to breed physical- 
ly stronger and more perfect Children, 
and, perhaps, future men and women 
of nobler mental and nu ral qualltlt 
approachin:: ii>ar to perf' Ciion i 
moral crraim. s eall. 

quality and capacity will certainly go 
a great Increase In the length of life 
the ayerage may be extended to a 
hundred years. Professor Metchnlkoff 
has shown that already such 
lengthening of life Is quite within 
our reach. Old age will be made 
more enjoyable, and will be strlppeo 
of most disabilities. .Man will still 
be young at three-score and ten. Then, 
too, It is Clearly evident that new ca- 
pacities for enjoying life will be de- 
veloped under the foatcrlas hand of 
science. Hie new men ud wo 
raised up by the new aeience 
"eugenica'' will nave, b]r the mere 
effect of their improTed phyalqne, a 
Hcher, fuller, more agneable life 
than their predecessors have enjoyed.

The Jiladc feels impelled to answer in the 
aftinuative and to declare that the doctrise is 
erroneous, thlot the idea is all wrong, and that men 
are not, nor eta they be, by the Terjr nature of 
things, bom free and equal. 

Few would bp found now with eourage enough 
to assort that we are born free. The proposition is 
too absurd to hardly demand a denial. The doc- 
trine, however, was made the foundation upon 
which our iilicrties. such ns wc have, were built. As 
a politi.-al shibliolclii it has run the political gaunt- 
let through all the iuterveuing years, but as a mat- 
ter of fact it is not and cannot be true. 

Men are not bom free. This assertion is a rea- 
sonable, natural, moral and philosophical certainty. 
It is as true even in America as it is in the nion- 
nn hial coiuitries of p:uropc. Humanity is thrust 
into liic world by a force over which, as individuals, 
Ihey have no control. Hca.ly made conditions irreet 
Iheni .il birlli which include the moral, social. |>olit- 
ical ;in(l reli-i,.us stat us. Tiie nmnient a babe hits the 
globe it is beset with custom and precedent, bound 
by rules and restrictions, controlled and curtailed 
by environment. What he shall become upon 
reaching maturity is altogether dependent upon the 
force of the eireunistiinees' and the power of the 
environment by which he is surrounded. As differ- 
ent causes protluce dilVerent results so changing 
circumstances and conditions of existence beget 
liiVerent traits in human character. These things 
shape oui- vciy destiny and control our every act. 
We are led by them at every step. We had noth- 
ing to do with forming them. They were not of oui- 
making but were made for us. Then technically 
speaking, man cannot be born free no matter how 
much we would prefer to believe that he is. 

Neither is true that man is Imumi politically free. 
Because they have the ritrht of ciioice between this 
or that candidate and may cast tli 'ir ballot as they 
wish, they imagine themselves free, but they are 
not. In politics as in morals men are bound by the 
influence of heredity, and environment. Even in 
voting this restriction exists. No two men ever 
went to the polls and cast a ballot even for the same 
man or the same party under the same motives. At 
the best they can but vote for the candidates se- 
lected for them, not selected by them. 

When we come to the ecpudity portion of the 
]iroposition we are beset with e%-cn greater dilticul- 
tii's. it is a safe assumption and a reas.mnbly aci'U- 
c:,te slalement that no two babes have ever bci'U or 
can ever be born upon an exact equality. This ap- 
plies to the moral and social as well as to the po- 
litical world. Some children are born of lust and 
their coming into the world is imdesirable and un- 
desired. Others are l)oni of love and are welcomed, 
their first wajling cry l)eing greeted with happiness

LITERARY VALUE OF THE BIBLE. 

In an attempt to niarl< the |{il)l<" as holding a po- 
sit i f vast and ineomparahii! sii|>eriority in the 

art of literature, espefdally as compared with 
themes of a Biblical origin, Prof. J. Q. Gardiner, of 
Harvard University, has taken npon himself an un- 
dertaking which he will never live to finish.

Milid iaris of r-ality ami ni the iiet,deel tiiat must 
ntta<'h to man's emnment and interpretation. What- 
evei- may he rhiim.'d by the Bibliologists for its 
oriirin and a ul hunt ieation, it must not be forgotten 
that its eom|)ilation was the work of human beings, 
that is of men, also that men first inscritied the text, 
worked out its several translations, undertook tm 
work of revision from time to time, so that willi 
nil tlie changes, additions and subtractions, there 
is ( oiisid rable of a difference between tiie present 
KiiiL' .lames version and the original Greek text in 
niannseript. 

It is ( ertainly worth sometiiing for the learned 
professor to make an admisdon which strikes at 
the very root of infallibility, when he says: 

"It is only in the most shadowy way that the 
groat forces which dominate Job and the Psalms 
and St. Paul's epistles and the Revelations came 
into its jiages. " 

When tile I'rdl'cssor intiinati s that the books de- 
serihed contain •'i^icai foiees" it is only the ex- 
pression of an individual opinion colored with pref- 
erence and choice, but when he suggests that these 
books "crept" into the pages of the Bible in only a 
"most shadowy way" he attacks the plenary in- 
spiration doctrine and imjiairs the theological util 

itv of tile entire Hil.l.'. Oi an admission is mad. 

l,y a proi'essorof Iheojo-v lliat the Mihh', tile souree 
ami foundation of the cliiirch. is snhjeet to sus- 
pii'ioM. he a.ssails its very authenticity and genuine- 
ness in a manner that cannot fail of impressiveness. 
Jt is intlication that the human mind is rising above 
his religious conceptions and in applying the acid 
test of criticism to its alleged inspired writings they 
fail in the analysis and cannot be brought to the 
rpciuired standard. 

Followiiii; the higher critirisni and i)iirs!iin^r a 
critical invest ij^at ion we are forced to th.; lielief 
that Job was simiily an Oriental drama, that the 
facts alleged therein are not true, were never en- 
acted, and got into the Bible as adding a romance, 
or a farce-trngedy to its general conception of 
things. No sane pers<m could he brought to a 
point of implicit belief that the deity ever eutoied 
into a compact with the devil to allow the latter to 
torture, injure and yrrievously alllict a faithful se^- 
vant as a means of testing his fidelity. At the hest 
sn.-h a story can only he regarded as allegory and of 
exieediiiL' little valuc.
